surface afflictions has been changed. 
He fully explained nis work and its 
results in fighting cancer, the most 
dreaded disease to which humanity is 
subject. 

Informants of The Constitution de- 
clared Dr. Harris. was accorded a tre- 
mendous welcome and was showered 
with congratulations at the end of his 
talk, which consumed nearly two 
hours. He was the object of much 
questioning by physicians, who crowd- 
ed the meeting room to hear the talk. 

Dr, Harris, whose work with can- 
cer was first made known July 4 last 


by The Constitution, went before the 
Fulton county society at its Wien- 
tion, according to information reach - 
ing this newspaper. Last July he ap- 
peared very briefly, accompanied by a 
woman patient who he had apparent- 
ly cured of a facial cancer. She was

Uranium, the base of the compound 
with which cancer is treated by Dr.

| disintegration is much slower than 
that of radium. 

Other Successes Noted. 
Following his discovery that surf 
cancers might be treated successfully 
by means of ionization of uranium 


| sulphate, Dr. Harris turned his theory 


to the treatment of other local af- 
fections.. He told the Fulton county 
medical society, according to The Con- 
stitution’s informant, that scar tissue, 
especially when newly formed; may 
be removed from the body by the use 
of chlorine or jodine ions. Medical 
history does not give any instances of 
the removal of scar tissue, it is said. 
Physicians who heard Dr. Harris 
described as marvelous his declaration 
that scar tissue following ‘chronic 
rheumatism, the scars of burns and 
adhesions following pleurisy had been 
removed by him through his ioniza- 
tion application of iodine and chlorine. 
Where the parts can be reached 
by the apparatus invented by Dr. 
| Harris, local treatment by drugs 
which, heretofore, has consisted mere- 
lx of application, now will become 
certain, it is claimed. 
ven pains in muscles, Inmbago, 
{intractable neuralgia and various ail- 
ments of a similar nature haye been 
— successfully by Dr. Harris, it 
was pointed out, and these he has 
used ions of salicylic acid, a drug 
often prescribed for internal use for 
sufferers with rheumatism, Other 
ions have been found to be efficient 
in other diseased conditions. Treat- 
ment, Dr. Harris is said to have point- 
ed out, is so simple that any quali- 
fied practitioner can use it with the 
utmost safety. Since treatment as 
regards cancer consists of giving 
uranium sulphate, the method costs 
very little. Practically the only ex- 
pense is construction or purchase of 
an electrical machine by which the 
current may be suited to the patient. 
Dr. Harris also told members of 
the medical society that old sores, all 
sorts of local conditions and even 
pyorrhea have been successfully treat- 
by his method of radio-ionic medica- 
tion. 


Meaning of Ap ance. 

His appearance —— the Fulton 
County Medical society, does not 
mean, of course, that the society has’ 
placed a stamp of approval on the 
method of treatment, but it dees mean 
that he has invited reputable physi- 
cians to examine what he has ac- 
complished. 

Dr. Harris, who is a native of Ala- 
bama, is one of the most accomplished 
physicians in the southeast. and his 
life has been devoted to scientific re- 
search rather than actual practice of 
his profession, and as a result he is 
recognized as one of the world's great- 
est authorities on pellagra, which for 
many years was a scourge of the 
south's rural sections. He bas been 
honored by the Philadelphia College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, a dy 
corresponding to the Fulton County 
Medical society, for his work regard- 
ing cancer, . 

Dr. Harris’ apparatus so far has 
been developed only for treatment of 
surface cancers. Those located in the 
inner parts of the body cannot, of 
course, be reached for treatment hy 
means of electrodes, but even this de- 
ficiency may soon be overcome.

Big hills surrounded the hamlet; the nearest railroad was 15 
miles away. Lyle Grange, Red's father, was boss of three lumber camps 
near the town. He had a family of two daughters and one son in 1903. 

Another son, Garland, was born later, . 
It was an ideal place for a boy, with 


all the surroundings encouraging the 


pursuit of outdoor life. Here Red 
an interested spectator to the feats of 
thrived and laid his physical founda- 
tions.

Annually there was a country fair 
at Forksville, and young Grange was 
the older and bigger boys, who held 
their track games in gonnection with 
the - gathering.
